THE REAFFOINTMENT OF EOSCOE RICH 
' The decision announced yeiterday by Gov. Robert 
S. SmylU to laappolnt Roaoot C.Hioh to th» Idaho 
atate highway commission will prove, we believe, to 
be both more popular and more' useful to the Btat« of 
Idaho than an oppoflt« decision might have been. 

It would «rvo no purpose to mlnlmtce the difficulty 
which very obvlouoly faced, tha governor in making 
his decision. The oommlMloh and Rich personally had 
been CTlUclsed severely In soma oectlona ot Idaho, 
thoufdi they had von the publicly-expressed auijport 
of citizens In many other sections. The governor hlm- 
m1( has had sonis occasional dLsaBrcementa with the 
oommlflaon-on-maJor queBtloni'er policy, and U cer^" 
talnly Is open to serious q^Uon whether any alkte 
hlthway agency should be as Independent at gutAr- 
natorlal supervision an the highway commlsolon ls. 

NeverLhelosa, we believe the oommlsslon han been 
basically and constructively right In eaUbllahlng In 
Idaho the un.iwei-vlng principle that highways must 
be built for the future needs ot the greatest number 
of cltlEcns. not according to the Immediate whims of
